A cut-back on fishing, r 
which came into effect from 
midnight on Monday, was 
agreed between Irish, British 
and Manx Governments. The 
decision to ignore the agree¬ 
ment followed a meeting of 
the Irish Fishermen's j 
Organisation and the Depart- I 
ment of Fisheries. 

When the Irish boat9 ; 
returned at around noon on 
Tuesday, with 20-tons of fiBh, i 
they had had no consultation 
with controllers and they said 
they would be going out again 
that night. 

IFO chairman Joey Murrin 
said fishermen were now 
seeking a meeting with the 
Minister of Fisheries on Fri¬ 
day (today) and fishermen 
would be" continuing their | 
defiance of the new restric¬ 
tions. There had been no con¬ 
frontation on thB grounds. 

Earlier Mr. Murrin had ac¬ 
cused the Irish Government 
of betrayal and said that, if 
accepted, some measures 
would mean that Irish 
fishermen could not fish their 
own waters.

Before moorings are laid, a 
jarge ring is forged or welded 
into one end of each ground 
chain, and another into one 
end of the riser, and a long 
link which will pass through 
the ring, at the other end. 

Anchors are laid at such a 
distance apart that the rings 
of the ground chains can be 
brought to the surface for in¬ 
spection at low water. 

When laying, the two rings 
are brought together, the long 
link of the riser is passed 
through them and then 
through the ring at the other 
end of it.
